You can choose the Durst All-In-One Darkroom kit 
for . negatives up to 2*4 " x 2 1 /4 ,/ . . . or the Durst 
“Mini-Darkroom” kit for negatives to 35mm . . . 
or you can even rent a complete darkroom for an 
entire weekend of photo fun. 
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A rigid board converts the tub to a 
generous work bench. The enlarger 
goes next to the trays or on the . . . 
er . . . water closet. Miniature clothes- 
line, normally used for nylons and 
such becomes a convenient print and 
negative dryer. To wash prints, sim- 
ply slip them into tub with the water 
running. Enlarger plugs into electric 
shaver outlet. Replace over-the-cabi- 
net light with safelight. 

Lots of room here! Use counters and 
work areas to arrange trays and en- 
larger. Sink becomes a convenient 
print washer. Unplug the toaster . . . 
plug in the enlarger. Black fabric 
drapes over windows make sufficient 
light-proofing. Afterwards, everything 
tucks away in minutes! 

Install a simple hinged shelf waist- 
high along the longest wall for en- 
larger and trays. Replace closet light 
with two-way socket for safelight and 
enlarger (both draw very little cur- 
rent). Wash prints in the bathroom 
or kitchen. For light-proofing — just 
close the door!

STEPS 



1. Place the negative you wish 
to enlarge into the negative 
carrier of the enlarger. The 
emulsion (dull) side of the neg- 
ative should face down. Turn 
off the room light and do the 
following steps by the light 
from a safelight. 



2. Raise or lower the head of 
the enlarger so that the pro- 
jected image of the negative, 
or a selected portion of it, is 
enlarged to the desired size 
onto the enlarging easel. This 
is done with the enlarger’s lens 
wide open. 



3. Focus the lens to maKe me 
projected image as sharp as 
possible. Then close the lens 
somewhat so that the exposure 
time for a good print will be 
roughly 10 seconds. This ap- 
proximate setting is soon 
learned by experience. 



4. With the enlarger turned ott, 
place a sheet of enlarging pa- 
per into the enlarging easel, 
emulsion (shiny) side up. Gen- 
erally, paper of normal con- 
trast is used but the contrast 
can be varied to suit the in- 
dividual negative. 



Switch on the enlarger lamp 
nake the exposure. The ex- 
exposure time is commonly 
ermined by exposing sep- 
ite test strips of paper for, 
, 6, 9, 13, and 19 seconds.

6. Slide the print into a tray 
of developing solution where it 
should remain for the time 
specified for that developer. 
This time is usually 1 to 1 V 2 
minutes. Agitate the print occa- 
sionally during this time. All 
solutions should be at 68 F. 



7. Immerse the print in a stop 
bath (middle tray) for 15 sec- 
onds with continuous agitation, 
and then into the fixer (above) 
for 10 minutes with occasional 
agitation. The room lights can 
go on after the print is in the 
fixer 30 seconds. 



8. Wash the print in changing 
water for an hour. The tray si- 
phon shown here draws hypo- 
laden water from the bottom of 
the tray. The washing time can 
be greatly reduced by a prior 
bathing of the print in a hypo 
clearing solution. 



9. Place the print in a blotter 
roll to dry, but first squeegee 
it to remove the bulk of the 
water from it. To obtain a high 
gloss on glossy-surfaced paper, 
the wet print is squeegeed on- 
to a ferrotype plate on which 
it is left to dry. 



Smartly-styled and ultra-compact. Yet, it produces 
sparkling prints up to 10" x 15". . . right on its 
heavy, warp-proof baseboard.

Exclusive Durst twin - mirror / condenser system 
spreads high intensity light evenly on the negative. 
That means you’ll get even, correct exposure from 
center to corner, even in giant-size blow-ups. 

Just reverse the front housing of the RS/35, and it 
becomes a reflex camera for copying old or 'worn 
prints, or for photographing flat or shallow objects. 
Accessory copy cassette accepts standard 35mm 
film cartridges.
